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CURRENT COPIMENT. 


THE TRAMWAY PROPOSAL 


The proposal of the Strathcona Ra- 
dial Tramway Company, Limited, 
which has been placed before the 
council is one that ought to meet 
with the general appreval of the ci- 
tizens, While the Chronicle is gen- 
erally in favor of municipal owrer- 
ship of public utilities, the conditions 
surrounding the request for a fran- 
chise from this company are pecitiar. 

The city of Edmonton, while con- 
trolling its own franchise \inds +t en- 
tirely inexpedient to proceed with the 
building and equipment of en electric 
street railway unless it can get the 
privilege of Strathcona streets and 
the city engineer of that mvunicipali- 
ty reports that the first portion. of 
their road that should be built is 
that connecting with and if petmit- 
ted running through Strathcona. 

There is no denying the fact that 
the relations between this city and 
Edmonton are not of an ideal nature, 
For years this city has been subject- 
ed to treatment from Edmonton, its 
politicians and press, that to say the 
least of it was shabby, and the fact 
is that at the present time this — ci- 
ty is growing rapidly and on the 
eve of prosperity unprecedented in 
its history, while Hdmonton in the 
opinion of wise financiers and keen 
observers has ‘shot its bolt’ and is 
destined to reap the reward of its 
abnormal. inflation in a season of de- 
pression. The knowledge of this 
fact which its citizens possess though 
they have for years stea- 
dily refused to believe their own 
observations, only intensifies their 
jealousy ,of this city and makes their 
meanness more apparent, There can 
be no danger therefore that this ci- 
ty could get worse treatment from a 
private company made up in a yreat 
part of her own most progressive and 
prosperous citizens, than froma _ri- 
val corporation, with a long record 
behind it of narrow parochial, sel- 
fish and anything but uniformly hon- 
est actioo. 

The radial or suburban clause — in 
the Tramway Co.’s charter is one 
that should command strong = sup- 
port. It confers on the company the 
power to build ‘from a point on or 
near the town of Strathcona to any 
point in the District of Alberta, not 
more than 80 miles distant from the 
boundaries of the town of oe ath- 
cona as the same existed oa tke 3th 
day of October, 1904.” 

This means that in any direction 
roads may be constructed, a!! of 
which will radiate to this city. 

The Strathcona district boasts 
quite justly of its superiority as a 
mixed farming area, With radial 
roads tapping the various local 
points within an 80 mile area, the 
produce of which will gravitate here 
the possibilities of business advan- 
tages to accrue are enonmous and jn- 
finitely greater than can come tv any 
city, whose chief hope of greatness is 
based on its position .n o ‘hrough 
line, be it transcontinental or other- 
wise, 

The company asks permission to 
build to the present bridge or the 
proposed traffic bridge, or both, and 
it will be its object to connect with 
the Edmonton line and the two com- 
panies will in all liklihood come to an 
amicable arrangement for the ex- 
change and the interchange of traffic 
rights. 

For the convenience of our readers 
and so that the question may have 
the consideration it merits, we  ap- 
pend the proposal made to the city 
council notwithstanding the fact that 
it has already appeared in this  pa- 
per as municipal news.

Dear Sir:—Will you kindly place 
before the Council the application of 
the Strathcona Radial Tramway 
Company, Limited, for a franchise 
within the limits of the City. 

The particulars of our proposition 
are as-fallows:— 

1. Exclusive franchise for 80 years 
with option of City to purchase then 
or at the end of any ensuing tern, 
of 5 years on two years notice. 

2. Exemption from taxation for 15 
years from commencement of  con- 
struction and thereafter exemption 
for the Company's rails and ties and 
the Company's share of paving and 
planking. 

3. For the first ten years the City 
to receive no share of the Company’s 
earnings; for the next ten years & 
per cent. of the net profits and there- 
after five per cent. of the net earn- 


ings up to Five Hundred Thousand 
Dollars and eight per cent. on the 
excess over that amount. ‘‘Profits’’ 
and “Earnings” to mean the  pro- 
fits and earnings within the limits of 
the City. 

4, Cars from 6 a.m. to 11 p. m,; 
night cars not compulsory until the 
population of the City is Fifty Thou- 
sand, 

5, The company to keep in order to 
correspond with balance of streets, 
its share of roadway and pavement, 

6. Three miles of line to be in op- 
eration by November ist, 1909, 
which Three miles ought to include a 
line to the present bridge or to the 
proposed high-level bridge, but only 
if the Hdmonton Rgilway system is 
then constructed to such bridge; and 
the balance of the three miles to be 
upon such streets as the City shall 
select. Extensions on other streets 
as population increases on demand of 
City Council. 

7. Motive power electricity and 
cars of proper construction. System 
of application of power, overhead 
trolly system, which is to be changed 
after years on demand of the City | 
on ‘lwo years notice, if another sys- 
tem be recognized as an improved 
system. 

8. Track to be standard guage. 

9. Fares to be five cents with clas- | 
ses of tickets at cheaper rates. 

10, City to approve of conpany’s| 
obtaining running rights on present 
bridge and proposed high level 
bridge. 

Of course many matters not men- | 
tioned in the above list will require 
to be settled in an agreement.

On City Accounts 


Idditor of the Chronicle, 

Dear Sir:—As there seems to be a 
}great deal of misunderstanding in re- 
gard to the city’s finances I feel that 
it is my duty as the late city  ac- 
countant to endeavor to place before 
the ratepayers a clear idea as to the 
town from incorporation in June 1899 
1 was instructed by the council to 
make an audit of the books of the 
town from its incorporation in June 
{to 81 December 1905. This 1 did 
and in September placed before the 
council a statement showing various 
clerical errors and adjustments that 
are necessary to make before writing 
up the books for 1906. These were 
errors that had escaped the notice of 
the auditor during the previous year 
but in no way to the prejudice of 
|Mr. Rutherford, the late secretary 
—Treasur?r, In my report I stated 
that no exact audit could be prepar- 
ed for the following reasons:— In or- 
der to give a proper auditor’s certi- 
ficate, it is necessary that all re- 
ceipts should be vouched for and all 
payments shown by cheques, As in 
many cases tnese were missing no 
qualified auditor would ever sign an 
auditor’s certificate. The same  ap- 
plies to the books of 1906; as I had 
no exact balances to bring forward 
for 1905 I could not submit an exact 
balance sheet for 1906 but some 
months ago I submitted a financial 
statement in the same form as_ that 
submitted this week by the auditor, 
except that the cash had not been 
balanced with the bank. This was 
not done from wWst January, 1906 to 
the present time except by the audi- 
tor. I may say that I was engaged 
as assistant by the Secretary Treas- 
urer on 9 October, 1906, on which 
date there were no books of account 
whatever of the Town, except an elec- 
tric Light Ledger which I had _ pre- 
pared, so that I was handicapped 
from the start by being 9 months 
behind, but from 1 January this 
year the books in my oflice have ne- 
ver been 24 hours in arrears, In a 
report of last Thursday's council 
meeting in last night’s Chronicle ap- 
eared a statement made by Ald. Mc- 
Kenzie that he knew’ the money 
paid to Mr. Smart was thrown a- 
way, as Mr. Clark had to go over the 
I do not think that the 
Alderman made the remark but if so 
it is incorrect as my work as auditor 
‘terminated on 81 December 1905 and 
Mr. Clark commenced on the follow- 
ing day and he has not touched upon 
any of the books audited by me. 
This is confirmed by Mr. Clark’s first 
report to the council. Ihave upon 
numerous occasions pointed out ab- 
solutely necessary alterations that 
should be made in some of the details 
but nothing has been done ‘to reme- 
dy them. I pointed out that in or- 
der to produce a cor- 
rect Balance sheet and 
statement of assets, liabilities and a 
valuation of all the land, buildings, 
plant, etc., of the municipality must 
Be made. Nothing has ever been 
written off the gld electric light ma- 
chinery, as one instance, therefore we 
have as an asset against the deben- 
tures some $25,000 which in reality 
is represented by some $2,000 for old 
iron boilers, etc., sold after the  ex- 
plosion in the old power house, and 
the old power house, poles, wires etc. 
These are all very serious points af- 
fecting the future and present credit 
of the municipality. There are large 
sums owing the city which could be 
collected if anyone was appointed to 
do the work. In the meantime we 
are paying interest to the bank on a 
large overdraft. In the matter of 
the Hospital I may say that T have 
kept all the books and records of 
that institution since its inception in 
April 1906 to the present time so 
that the government grant of some 
$1500 can be secured for the city. 
All this 1 have done without renum- 
eration, and had it not been for the 
energy and perseverance of Mr. Al- 
derman Elliott, no books would ever 
have been authorized for the Hospi- 
tal at all. I respectfully submit as 
a ratepayer that it is up to the 
council to take up these matters ser- 
iously ‘and to give up wasting hours 
in personal attacks and abuse and 
quibbling over minor points of fin- 
ance.
